seven and eight crores of rupees; they have distributed about two crores cones 
the shape of loans for the construction of wells, for the purchase of seed 
butlocks, and for other agricultural purposes ; and they have suspended over two 
-erores of land revenue, of which a substantial portion will not be recovered. This 
public expenditure has been supplemented by private charity of the most splendid 
nature. 29,16,000 bave been contributed to the Indian Famine Charitable — 
Relief Fund by India itself, Rs. 1,22,51,000 by Great Britain, Rs. 11,23,000 by 
other British Colonies, of which more than half came from Canada, and 
Rs. 2,46,000 by Foreign countries, making, in addition to valuable gifts in kind, 
an aggregate of Rs, 1,65,36,000. The money has been expended in the relief of 
distress which refused from honourable motives to accept public aid, in sapply- 
_ ing additional comforts to the aged, the infirm, and the diseased, in F yrante ma 
for children whom famine has deprived of their natural guardians, and (perhaps 
most important and most valuable of all) in giving a fresh start in life to those 
wiro had lost their means of livelihood in the struggle for existence. The 
thus done has been incalculable, and has called forth the deepest gratitude from 
the inasticulate millions who have benefited by it. Nor do the public subscrip- 
tion lists by any means exhaust the tale of private liberality. Large sums of 
money have been sent from various parts of the world, especially to Missionary 
agencies, and have been applied to the relief of distress. In this connection the 
one of grain contributed by charitable persons in America and despatched 
atthe expense of the Government of the United States deserves special 
mention. Gentlemen, both European and Native, who derive their wealth 
from the land, have expended largesums in assisting the cultivators of the 
estates in which they were interested ; and throughout the country smaller 
ple have exercised, according to their means, that private charity which so 
urably distinguishes the people of India. In all, relief for one day has 
been os at the expense of Government to 834 million units. 1n operations 
of such magnitude, mistakes are inevitable, But the Government of India 
believe that they were seldom serious, either in their nature or in their extent, 
_ and that in all cases they were promptly detected and remedied. ; 

4. No measures of relief, however perfect and extensive, can prevent priva- 
tion and distress at a time such as the past year has been; and privation and 
distress, when continued for long months together, must of necessity affect 
the death-roll, if only by increasing the susceptibility and weakening the power 
of resistance to disease, and by hastening the decease of those whose natural 
term was in any case sbpridiiieg its close, Some of the parts of India in 
which distress was most acute are inhabited by passive and timorous forest tribes, 
habitually suspicious of Government interference ; some are traversed by the 
great higiways along which enormous numbers of the poorer classes annually 
pass from MH gptonsoe to province in search of that employment which the varying 
agricultural seasons afford; in some provinces the re-establishment of the 
normal rainfall has been accompanied or followed, as often in former famines, by 
a wave Of malarial fever.

Explanatory Memorandum. 


In 1871 the Government of India directed that every office from which pen- 
sions are disbursed should submit an annual return showing the number of 
deaths among the pensioners paid from that office during the course of the year, 
The returns for the sixteen years ending with 1890-91 were compiled and the 
general result was published in a table appended to the Resolution in this De- 
partment, No. 788 P., dated 24th February 1893- 
2. In the accompanying tables pensioners are divided into three classes, 
namely :— ° 
(1) those drawing pensions not exceeding R12 a month; 
(2) those drawing pensions exceeding Rio but not exceeding R504 


month; and 
(3) those drawing pensions exceeding Rgo a month ;

“The application of the Berne Convention and of the present Additional Act to 
works which bave not fallen into the publie domain within the country of origin 
at the time when these engagements come into foree, shall operate according to 
such stipulations on this head as may be contained in special Conventions either 
actually existing or to be concluded hereafter. 

“In the absence of such stipulations between any of the countries of the Union, the 
respective countries shall regulate, each for itself, by its domestic legislation, 
the manner in which the rinciple contained in Article X1V is to be applied. 

“The stipulations of Article XIV of the Berne Convention and of the present clause 

° of the Final Protocol shall apply equally to the exclusive right of translation, 
in so far as such right is established by the present Additional Act. 

“The temporary stipulations noted above shall be applicable to countries which ~may 
hereafter accede to the Union.” 


ARTICLE III. 


The countries of the Union which are not parties to the present Additional Act, shall at any 
time be allowed to accede thereto on their reqnest to that effect. This stipulation shall apply 
equally to countries which may hereafter accede to the Convention of the 9th September 1886. 
Tt will suffice for this purpose that such accession should he notified in writing to the Swiss 
Federal Council, who shall in turn communicate it to the other Governments, 


ARTICLE IV. 


The present Additional Act shall have the same force and duration as the Convention of 
the 9th September 1886. 


It shall be ratified, and the ‘ratifications shall be exchanged at Paris, in the manner 


adopted in the ease of that Convention, as coon as possible, and within the space of one year 
to the latest. 


It shall come into force as regards those countries which shall have ratified: it three 
months after such es of ratifieations.

a road fit for camels down to its foot on the Chamla side. General Jeffreys received 900 mules 
from Peshawar on the 16th, and in accordance with my instructions prepared to march his 
brigade into Cbamla on the 17th. 
24, Onthe 15th Colonel V. A. Schalch, the Commandant of Communications, evacuated 
Sanghao and the line thence to Mardan, and on the following day he had opened the line from 
Mardan to Surkhabi, forming the advanced depét at Rustam. 


25. On the 17th J moved from Barkilli to Ambela in Chamla with Brigadier-General Meikle- 
john's force, leaving Lieutenant-Colonel Adams’ force at Bajkatta for one more day, in. order 
that the survey of that neighbourhood might be completed. At ‘Ambela I met Brigadier-General 
Jeffreys, who occupied Kogah and Nawagai with his brigade, and proceeded to reconnoitre the 
lower end of the Chamla Valley with the 10th Bengal Lancers under Majo, F. A. Blyth, ‘ 
26. The Chamlawals -had paid up all fines by the afternoon of the 18th, and conseque 
on that and the following day 1 moved the whole of my force over the Ambela Pass into Bei 
territory ; so that the Buner expedition was concluded on the twelfth day after its commencement 
on the 7th January. 
> 27. The discipline and conduct of the troops throughout the expedition were all that could 
be desired. The tst and and Brigades were most ably and efficiently commanded by Brigadier- 
. General W. H. Meiklejoha, C.B., C.M.G., and Brigadier-General P. D. Jeftreys, C.B., respect- 
ively ; and 1 have the honour accordingly to recommend these officers strongly to the favourable 
consideration of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 
28. It will be understood from the smoothness and rapidity with which the opera i 
force were carried out, that the staff duties of all rrade--tiveipes!, brigade, line operations ae 
and at» the base—were performed in a very perfect manner by the officers concerned, each in his 
own sphere, The names of the principal staff officers who thus contributed so largely to the 
success of the expedition, are as under, and I have the honour to recommend them all to the

2, No campaign on the frontiers of India has been conducted under more 
trying and arduous circumstances than those encountered by the ‘Tirah Expedi- 
tionary Force. Its operations have heen carried out in a country destitute of 
roads, the physical configuration of which is such as to present the maximum 
of difficulty to the movement of regular troops. The enemy were for the most 

skilled marksmen, exceptionally active aud well armed and expert in guerilla 
tactics, While avoiding serious resistance to the advance of our troops they 
have lost no opportunity of harassing both on the march and in bivouac, @ S¥S- 
tem of fighting admirably suited to the nature of the country, and which has 
necessarily occasioned us considerable loss, not only in action, but also from toil 
and exposure. In spite of these difficulties, severe punishment has been meted 
out to the tribes concerned with the result that the entire Oraksai tribe has 
submitted | and complied with the terms of Government, as have also a rtion 
of the ‘Afridis, and it seems probable even now that the remainder of this tribe 
will not force a repetition of offensive operations, but will tender their sub :

On November Ist and 2nd, the Zakka Khels on either flank of the northern — 
slope of the Arhanga: Pass attacked convoys Progping to camp in Maidan, 
and succeeded in capturing 60 transport animals, with 18 boxes of Lee-Metford 
ammunition, and a number of kits belonging to the ist Battalion, Royal - 
West Surrey Regiment, and the 15th Sikhs. 

On November 8rd, the 8rd Brigade under Brigadier-General Kempster 
reconnoitred up to Tseri Kandao, whence the Upper part of the Waran valh 
was seen and sketched. The troops were followed up by the enemy with a” 
]0s8 Of five native soldiers wounded. 

The following day, I issued a proclamation to the several clans of the — 
Afridis and Orakzais, directing them to select and send in representatives to 
hear the conditions under Which their submission would be accepted by the 
Government of India, ‘These conditions were not specified in writing, as I’ 
was advised that any written document would have to be explained to the 

» tribesmen by their M ullahs, who are almost the only educated men in the 
country, and that the latter would be certain to wisrepresent the terms which 
it had been decided to enforce, 

On November Sth, a piequet of the 2nd Battalion, Ist Gurkhas, guarding 
the southern slopes of the Arhanga Pass, surprised an ambush of the enemy 
lying in wait to attack convoys near the village of Unai, and inflicted heavy 
loss on them. 

On November 9th, I made a reconnaissance in force to the crest of the 
Saran Sar, 5 miles east of camp. The force, under the command of Brigadier.

"Joss was inflicted on the enemy, Who as usual pressed closely on the rear guard, 
Owing, however, to Brigadier-General Gaselee’s skilful dispositions and the 
effective fire of the mountain guns, our losses wer slight, comprising’ one 
British soldier killed, and one British officer and one Native soldier wounded. 

On November 12th, I received the representative Jirgahs of the Orakzai 
clans, acquainting them verbally and in writing with the terms of Government, 
and giving them afortnight for compliance. No representative Jirgals 
coma in from the several Afridi sections,although a few delegates from the 
Malikdin, Kambar, Aka, and ‘Adam Khels had arrived in Maidan, where they 
were housed in a village a short distance from camp. 

On November 18th, the 3rd Brigade under Brigadier-General Kempster, 
‘strengthened by No. 8 Mountain Battery, Royal Artillery, No, 5 Bombay 
Mountain Battery, No. 4 Company, Madras Sappers and Miners, No. 4 Company, 
Bombay Sappers and Miners, and the 86th Sikbs, proceeded at daybreak over 
the Tseri Kandao into the ‘Waran Valley, the object being to reconnoitre and 
survey the valley, destroy the defences of the Zya-ud-din sub-section of the 

_Zakka Khels, and provide the brigade with forage which was becoming scarce 
in the vicinity of Camp Maidan. he march was unopposed, and the troops 
camped three miles east of the crest of the Tseri Kandao. 

On November 14th and 15th, the defences of a number of Zakka Khel 
villages in Waran were demolished, and the house of the notorious Mullah 
Saiad Akbar was levelled to the ground. 

On November 16th, Brigadier-General Kempster’s force returned to camp 
Maidan. Before the rear-guard reached the [seri Kandao several casualties 
occurred, and after crossing the crest of the pass and sulfering more loss, it was 

atly delayed by the number of wounded to be carried. The tribesmen, 
akka Khels and Aka Khels, followed close on our troops and had to be driven 
back at the point of the bayonet. Encumbered by their wounded and their 
ammunition running short, the 15th Sikhs were unable to retire from a height 
which they were holding on the northern flank of the main body, and the 36th 
Sikhs, with two companies of the Ist Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment, had to 
be sent back to their assistance. Being thus reinforced our troops attacked 
and drove off the tribesmen, inflicting heavy loss, which is reported on reliable 
authority to have amounted to at least 300 killed and wounded. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Haughton, 36th Sikhs, withdrew the force at his disposal, under cover 
of darkness, to some villages where he remained until the next morning, being 
attacked at intervals throughout the night. Unfortunately a party of the 
Dorsetshire Regiment lost their way in the dark, and were overwhelmed and 
killed by the enemy. Our casualties were 4 officers killed and 3 wounded. Of 
other ranks 26 were killed and 42 wounded. At daybreak on November 17th,

defile was an exceedingly dificult one, the path in places being along the 


face of precipitous cliffs of slippery limestone, and the icy water of the stream, 
which averaged two feet in depth, having to be repeatedly forded. The march 
was opposed throughout the day, and as the ground was generally unsuitable 
for thaemployment of artillery, the successive positions taken up by the 
enemy’s sharpshooters had to be carried by the advance guard. In consequence 
of this and the badness of the road, the movement through the defile was slow, 
and the rear-guard did not reach camp at Dwatoi until 11-80 a. on the 28rd. 
The night of the 22nd, which was passed by the troops at Dwatoi without 
blankets or great coats, was an exceptionally cold one. On the 23rd, the de- 
fences of the Kuki Khel villages in the lower part of the Rajgal valley were des- 
troyed. a portion of the valley was Surveyed, and the road through the defile 


improved. On the 24th, the force returned to Bagh, leaving Dwatoi before 


daybreak. The enemy closely followed the rear-guard, and endeavoured at a 
difficult point in the defile to break in onthe baggage. The tribesmen were, 
however, driven back at the point of the bayonet by the 36th Sikhs, who killed 
and wounded a large number of them. The rear-guard reached camp at Bagh 
at 5 eam. Our loss during the three days amounted to 3 men killed, and 
1 British officer and 81 men wounded. 

On November 24th, the head-quarters and four companies of the Ist 
Battalion, Royal ; Scots Fusiliers, joined the Main Column at Bagh, having 
been ordered up as a reinforcement from Kohat. 

On November 25th, a reconnaissance was made by the Ist Brigade 
under Brigadier-General Hart from his camp in Mastura to the crest of t the 
Torsmats Pass, §,000 feet above sea level.

being fired. Our casualties, so far as known at the time, consisted of 9 native 
soldiers killed and 4 wounded, but the next day the officer commanding the 
Kapurthala Imperial Service Infantry reported that one native officer and 
35 men of his re. iment were missing. It appears that a piequet of the 
above strength had been directed to occupy a hill on the flank of the 
and when recalled by signal, which was duly acknowledged, it moved off to 
join the rear guard. Taking what the native officer must have helieved to 
bea short cut, the men became entangled in difficult ground, and found their 
further progress blocked by a jungle fire which had been lighted carly in the 

They turned back to regain the road by which they had ascended the 
hill, but the enemy had discovered their predicament, and assembling in 
Strength succeeded in shooting down the whole party, Owing to the nature 
of the ground and the smoke of the burning grass, this unfortunate occurrence 
‘ook place unseen and unheard by the rear guard ; and as all were reported 
preset t. Colonel Hill, he knew nothing of what had happened until the fole

Column, besides improving the roads between Barkai and Bara Fort. On my 
arrival at Barkai on December 14th, I found that my instructions on these 
heads had been carried out most thoroughly. 


The troops moved as follows :-— ‘ : 

On December 7th, I marched to Dwatoi with the 4th Brigade, the Gurkha . 
Scouts, the divisional troops of the 2nd Division, except No, 9 Mountain Battery, 
Royal Artillery, which was attached to the 3rd Brigade, the divisional statf 
of the 2nd Division, and a portion of the army staff of the force. 

The march was unopposed until we neared Dwatoi, where the advance 
guard was fired on from the heights to the north of the Rajgal stream ; but 
the road had been cut away in several places by the tribesmen, and the water 
jn the defile had risen nine inches, 80 that considerable delay occurred in the 
passage of the transport animals and field hospitals. : 


On December 8th, the 3rd Brigade followed the 4th Brigade to Dwatoi, but 
rain fell during the day and again damaged the road which had been repaired ; 
and the stream continuing to rise, the rear guard did not reach camp until the 
morning of the 9th. On this day, I moved five miles up the Rajgal Valley with 
a mixed force of 1,000 rifles and No. § Mountain Battery, Royal Artillery 
under Brigadier-General Westmacott’s command, and destroyed a large number 
of village defences, besides collecting forage for the division. But slight oppo- 
sition was encountered both going and returning, and there were only three 
casualties. ‘The survey of the valley was completed, so far as the heavy mist 
and the time at my disposal would aliow. On the 10th, the march was 
resumed, the 4th Brigade leading and encamping at Sandana, the 3rd Brigade 
following and encamping three miles in rear. ‘The opposition met with during 
this day's march was slight, the Kamar and Sipah Khels, through whose country 
we were passing, being apparently disinclined to molest the movement of the 
force, in the hope that their village defences would be spared.

- miles in rear. During this day’s march the 4th Brigade was continuously at- 
_ tacked and at times severely pressed by the enemy, who towards the evening 

advanced boldly to close quarters in the open. Although our own loss was con- 
siderable, Brigadier-General Westmacott’s able handling of his troops enabled 
him to inflict much heavier loss on the enemy, who, however, continued to fire 
into camp and attack the picquets at intervals throughout the night. On this 
date Brigadier-General Hammond, commanding the Peshawar Column, recon- 
noitred from Swaikot towards Shinkurmar, and meeting the advanced guard of 
the 8rd Brigade handed over 8 doolies with 300 kahars, which he had brought 
with him at my request to assist in carrying the sick and wounded of the 2nd 
Division into the next camp. 

On December 14th the 2nd Division marched to Mamanai, three-quarters 
of a mile from the camp of the Peshawar column at Swaikot. The 4th 
Brigade again covered the rear of the division, and Brigadier-General 
Westmacott again succeeded in severely punishing the tribesmen who followed 
him up as on the previous day. 

During the march of the 2nd Division down the Bara Valley, the defences 
of a large oumber of villages belonging to the Kuki, Kamar, Zakka, and 
Sipah sections of the Afridis were destroyed. More exemplary punishment 
could, no doubt, have been inflicted on the Afridis in the Bara Valley, had 
time permitted; but the weather was threatening, and as my supplies were 
limited and the river becomes unfordable while in flood, I thought it better 
not to delay my march for the purpose of dealing with some of the more distant 
Villages. 

The losses sustained by the 2nd Division from ite departure from h 
on December 7th to its arrival at Mamanai on December 14th were as

The 2nd Division halted on December 15th and 16th, and on the 17th the 8rd 
Brigade left for Bara Fort, the 4th Brigade with the divisional troops and 
ead-quarters remaiuing at Mamanai, af 

6. At Mamanai I received the report of the march of the 1st Division 
from Mastura, which had been carried out in two columns under the command 
of Major-General Symons. 

The leading column, consisting of the Ist Brigade with divisional head- 
(uarters and divisional troops, except No. 2 Derajat Mountain Battery which 
was Stroy to the 2nd Brigade, lett camp at Mastura on December Sth and 

to 
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the Mastura and Waran valleys, by the Khekanni Pass, and moving thence 
to Hisser at the junction of the two valleys, the other following the course of 
the Mastura valley to the same point. The object in entering the Waran 
valley was to destroy the defences of the Aka Khel villages. This was suc 
cessfully accomplished, Brigadier- General Hart’s skilful dispositions prevent- 
ing the enemy from harassing his troops during their retirement to camp. 
The same day the 2nd Brigade reached Haidar Khel. 

On December 10th, the leading brigade moved to Barand Khel, a distance of 
eight miles, and the rear brigade made a march of the same length to ‘Tarkasam. 
Rain fell during the night and throughout the 11th, when the force halted. 

On December 11th, reconnaissances of the Uchpal and Sapri Passes were 
made, and the :0ad towards the crest of the latter was improved by the Sappers 
and Miners attached to the division and the 21st Madras Pioneers. 

On December 12th and 13th, the whole division crossed the Sapri Pass, 
the crest of which is 5,350 feet above sen level, and passing through Mamanai 
on the lath and 15th concentrated near Bara Fort on the i7th. The casualties 
in the Ist Division between December 7th and 17th amounted to four British 
and two Native soldiers wounded. : 

4, During the march from Bagh through Dwatoi down the Bara valley 
the troops of the 2nd Division were almost uncessingly engaged with the several 
sections of the Afridis, through whose country they passed, and towards the 
end of the march they were followed up by a large gathering representing 
every section. The flanking, picquet, and rear guard duties in the presence of 
such an active aud enterprising enemy were exceedingly onerous, while the line 
of march was along the bed of a river, the water of which was of icy coldness 
and had to be repeatedly forded. The followers and kahars suffered most 
from the cold, and to assist the latter wounded men had to be frequently carried 
by their own comrades. 

The Ist Division while moving from Mastura to Bara Fort met with slight 
opposition, but the march was an arduous one and in all respects was carried 
out in accordance with my wishes. 


8. On December J5th and 16th, the Peshawar Column under Brigadier- 
General Hammond, left Swaikot for Jamrud, which was reached on the 
17th. There it was joined on the 19th by the troops of the 1st Division, 
together with the Gurkha Scouts and the head-quarter wing of the 1st Battalion, 
Royal Scots Fusiliers. % 


The Peshawar Column and the 1st Division, Main Column, were halted at 
Jamrud from December 19th to 22nd, the troops which had returned from 
Tirab needing rest after their fatiguing march. At this time three British 
corps in the Main Column, which had been much weakened by losses in action 
or by sickness, were relieved by battalions from India, the 1st Battalion, Devon- 
shire Regiment, being replaced by the 2nd Battalion, Royal Sussex Regiment, 
from Peshawar, the Ist Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment, by the 1st Battalion 
buke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, from Rawal Pindi, and the 1st Battalion, 
Northamptonshire Regiment, by the 2nd Battalion, King’s Own Yorkshire 
Bice wa also operons Pindi.

On December 28rd, the leshawar Column advaneed ,

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On December 24th, the 1st Division, covered b Colu a 
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of the 4th on Guards, and accompanied by rr Se Pats Fr 
Henry Havelock-Allan, v.c., 6.0.B., M-P., who remained my guest while I 
was in the Bazar valley. A few shots were fired at night into camp, one 
British goldier being wounded. ’ 

On December 25th, the 1st Division advanced into the Bazar valley, its 
right being covered by the Peshawar Column which held the Aspoghar heights, 
I marched with the left column, consisting of the 2nd Brigade, No. 1 Moun. 
tain Battery, Royal Artillery, No. 2 Derajat Mountain Battery, No. 3 Com: 
pany, Bombay Suppers and Miners, and the Gurkha Scouts, under the ecom- 
mand of Brigadier-General Gaselee, and reached Chora unopposed. The road © 
Was comparatively easy, and but little labour was needed to render it passable 
by laden transport animals. The right column, which consisted of the Ist 
Brigade, No. 1 Kohat Mountain Battery, No. 1 Company, Bengal Sappers and 
Miners, and the 21st Madras Pioneers, under Brigadier-General Hart’s command, 
was accompanied by Major-General Symons and the staff of the 1st Division. 
The road being bad, only a portion of the column reached Karamna, the 
remainder halting for the night at Alachi. Very slight Opposition was met with. 
Daring the afternoon Major-General Symons reconnoitred the Bori Kandao 
from Karamna, and found the road extremely difficult. 

On December 26th, the left column marched eleven miles from Chora to 
China, the rincipal Zakka Khel village in the Bazar valley, where it 
encamped. The tribesmen, though not in any considerable strength, molested 
our advance, the casualties for the day being one British and one Native soldier 
killed, and two British and two Native soldiers wounded. 

On the same date the right column occupied Burg. The road between 
Karamna and Burg was found to be so bad that the 1st Brigade could not reach 
Bararkas, as had been at first intended. During the march to Burg opposition 
was met with, our casualties being one British soidier killed, and three British 
and two native soldiers wounded. 


On the 26th, the Peshawar Column proceeded to Landi Kotal, the General 
Officer Commanding having orders on arrival there to reconnoitre the road 
between Lala Beg and the Bori Kandao, and to report to me whether it was 

racticable. Brigadier-General Hammond Carried out his instructions and 
ound the road unft for laden be ar animals, but owing to the cloudy 
weather it was eo Rea to establis heliographic communication with him, 
and the messengers he sent to my camp foiled to reach me, so that his report on 
the subject was not received until some days after the withdrawal of the force 
from the Bazar valley. In view, however, of Mujor-General Symons’ account 
of the road between Karamna and the Bori Kandao, and of the fact that 
scarcely any water was obtainable at the former place, I decided to abandon 
my original intention of joining the 1st Brigade, and returning with it ei4 
the Bori Kandao and Lala Beg to Ali Masjid. 

I may here mention that, though the valley near China is wide and open, 
stretching up to the Mangal Bagh Pass, China itself is the only large village 
in the vicinity, the other habitations being cave dwellings which were found 
to be deserted. 


On December 27th, after destroying the defences and towers of China, 
I returned with the left column to Chora. The rear guard was followed up by 





move the next day with the Ist Brigade to Karamna, and the day after to 
lala China, wre | en seute the defences of such villages as had not 
been dealt with during bis advance. 

Rain fell meg the night of the 27th, On the 28th, after destroying the 
defences of Chora, T marched With the left column to Lala China, vo Opposi- 
tion being met with, and returned thence to Jamrud under an escort of two 
“quadrons, 4th Dragoon Guards. * On the 29th and 80th the 1st Divisiou, 
“oncentrated at Jamrad.

10, Lieutenant-General Sir Henry Havelock-Allan left me at Lala China, 
and with my permission proceeded to Landi Kotal, arrangements ‘being made 
to provide him with a sufficient escort. I deeply regret to report that on 
December 80th, as he was returning to Jamrud, he unfortunately left his 
escort near Ali Masjid, and riding down a ravine was shot dead by the enemy. 


Every precaution 
good-bye at Lala 


had been taken to ensure his safety, and on bidding him 
‘China 1 had impressel on him the necessity of invariably 


remaining with the troops detailed for his protection. 

11. From December 30th up to the present date there is but little to record. 
The Peshawar Column met at first with considerable opposition in the Khyber, 
convoys and foraging parties being repeatedly fired on and followed up by 
the tribesmen, anc the telegraph line interrupted daily between Ali Masjid 


and Landi Kotal. 


In view of the hostile attitude of the Zakka Khels in the 


Khy ber, and the casualties resulting therefrom, I decided on January 3rd_ to. 
strengthen the force occupying the pass by ordering the Ist Brigade from 


Jamrud to Ali Masjid, and by reinforcing the Landi Kotal garrison with the 


Aath Sikhs and 


9nd Battalion, 4th Gurkhas. On these movements being 


carried out the tribesmen dispersed, but they have since resumed their guerilla 
warfare, though in smaller numbers than before. 

12. During the operations described in the foregoing paragraphs, T have 
received every possible support and assistance from the General Officer Com- 


manding the Line 


of Communication, his staff, and the troops under his com- 


mand. ‘The requirements of the Main Column have been promptly and full 
met, while the arrangements made to protect the eae, and opal Tine

On the Shebo Canal, the average yield per acre was—wheat 6-40 maunds ~ 
and barley 10°31 maunds against the previous year’s yield of 5:45 and 397 
maunds, respectively, and the average revenue realized from the irrigation of 
these crops was Ks, 5°19 per acre as compared with Rs. 3°0 in 1895-96, The 
revenue derived from the Shebo plantations was only Rs, 442, as the reserve 
was abandoned by the Forest Department early in the year under review, 


On the Khushdil Khan Reservoir, the yield per acre was 10:28 maunds of © 
wheat and 12°70 maunds of barley against the preceding year's yield of 6-10 
and 5°72 maunds, respectively. The average revenue realized was — wheat nearly 
Rs, 11 per acre and oe nearly Rs. 18 per acre against Rs. 4°26 and Rs. 307,

4. The area irrigated by the Shebo Canal during the year amounted to 
1,388 acres (of which 19 acres were under kharif crops) against 1,799 acras in 
the preceding year. The Khushdil Khan Reservoir irrigated 1,967 acres, all of — 
which were under rabi crops, as compared with 4,056 acres in 1895-96, All 
irrigation is by flow.

On the Sone Canals, the expenditure on Extensions and Improvements was 
Rs. 25,029 as against Rs. 20,428 in the previous year. The expenditure on 
Repairs was Rs. 1,51,717 against Rs. 1,32,057 in the Previous year. Compared 
with the average expenditure: of the five years ending March 1896, the 
saving on Maintenance and Repairs during 1896-97 amounts to Rs, 60,000. 
It is explained that the cost ,of Maintenance and Repairs was larger, than 
in the previous year mainly because there was a closure of the canals during 
the year under review, but also because extra silt clearance in front of the 
locks on the canals was necessary on account of the unusually large amount of 
silt in the water, As mentioned in the concluding part of Paragraph 178 of the 
Chief Engineer's note, the expense of maintenance cannot be brought down 
below the sum necessary for keeping the canals in a thoroughly efficient state and 
a continuous record of reduced expenditure cannot therefore be expected. The 
measures adopted to check the deposit of silt at the heads of the canals con- 
tinued to work successfully, but the results were hot considered quite so good as 
those of the preceding year, :

The large number of complaints filed on the Sone Canals, nearly three 

times the usual number, is. attributed to the increased area irrigated during the 

year. In seasons of strong demand for water and inadequate supply complaints

“Her Majesty being fully determined to observe the duties of neutrality 
during the existing state of war between Spain and the United States of 
America, being, mo: cover, resolved to prevent as far as possible the use of Her 
Majesty's harbours, ports and cousis and the wate:s within Her Majesty's 
territorial jurisdiction in aid of the warlise purposes, of cither belligerent and 
to insure, by every lawful meins in Her ; ower, the due obse: vance by Her 
subjects, towards both belligerent powers, of the rules embod.el in Article VI 
of the Treaty of Washingtou of the 8th of May, 1871, copes of wuich are 
herewith enclosed, has command+d me to communicate to Your Lordship for your 


guidance the following rules which aic to be treated and enforced as Her 
Majesty’s orde:s and directions : 


“Rue I.—During the continucnce of the present ® ate of war, all ships _

Note on Anti-plague Inoculations. 


From the earliest times the treatment of 
i 2 has been the.

It is only since 1894, however, that the true 
cause of plague has been demonstrated as due 
to a pathogenic microbe. This was discovered 
at Hong-kong by Kitasato, and his observations ; 
have now been fully confirmed by other observe) # 
ers. Some such cause had or years been 
accepted by the profession as a matter of theory, 
founded on the analogous cases of small-pox, 
anthrax and other so-called zymotic diseases, 
and the results of bacteriological work had led 
to the belief that a remedy might be worked 
out on bacteriological lines similar to that found 
in vaccination against small-pox, and the pre- 
ventive inoculations against anthrax, cholera,

some as curative, some as both. It must be 
remembered, however, that all these methods 
are tentative, that the experiments are only 
beginning, but the analogies mentioned above 
point to the fact that they are experiments 
in the right direction, and that we may hope for 
ultimate success. 


The most promising results so far attained 
are those of M. Haffkine, and it is to this 
method especially that this note is intended to 
call attention. The idea is to combine a pre- 
ventive and curative method which _ shall 
eliminate or greatly diminish the risk of .con- 
tracting the disease and at the same time 
reduce the case mortality. In his anti-cholera 
inoculations a bactericidal power is conferred 

‘ Onithe individual by inoculation with attenuated 
common bacilli, so that when exposed to 
attack his system can resist and kill off the 
invading microbe in its natural condition. The 
result is diminished susceptibility and a conse- 
quent reduction of the absolute mortality ; but 
when an inoculated individual does get the 
disease the case mortality has so far been little 
affected. 


In his anti-plague inoculation he uses the 
bacilli of plague to confer a bactericidal power 
which shall enable the individual to resist the 
same in its natural form; but goes a step further 
and by injecting the toxines secreted by the 
bacilli inthe cultivating medium in which they 

, he strives to produce an anti-toxic effect 
in the tissues which shall enable the patient to 
throw off the poison if it should gain access to 
his system and so reduce the case mortality. 
He frankly states that the process is based on 
hypothetical considerations, and that time and 
experiment alone can prove the validity of his 
conclusions, ’ 


It must be obvious that an experiment of this 
kind must be tried on a large scale before any 
trustworthy conclusions can be drawn, and that 
r+ baad and possible sources of fallacy 
will be met and must be disposed of before we 
are entitled to say that events following inocula- 
tions are effects and not sequences. 


. Thus plague may disappear from a village 
immediately after inoculations have been done. 
It by no-means follows that the inoculations 
have been the cause of the disappearance. The 
disease may have come to an aie this particu- 
lar time and the inoculations be no more than 
a coincidence. Similarly the exemption of a 
jail or other inoculated community may have no 
connection with the inoculation, but due to 
the fact that the plague bacillus has never been 
introduced, in which case there could have been 
no plague though no inoculation had been done,

| Suleiman Musalmans, at Baroda, a popula- 
tion of 404 living in an extremely dirty crowded 
locality.

They have been taken 
into camp in batches, while their houses have 
been cleaned, disinfected and whitewashed.

“The Khoja community of Bombay rats been 
largely inoculated, but the figures are not yet 
available. It is believed, however, that only 
some 20 cases of plague have occurred among 
several thousands inoculated, and that only 
three or perhaps four have been fatal. 


Similarly out of some 600 inoculated depend- 
ants of His Highness Aga Khan at Poona all 
are believed to have escaped plague, though 
mixing freely with the general community among 
whom the disease was exceedingly severe, 


The people at Undera are thoroughly con- 
vinced of the efficacy of inoculation, and those 
of a neighbouring village (Jotai), where plague 
is now prevalent, sent in a deputation of their 
hheadmen to implore that they might be done.

It seems to me that these cases go very far 
to show the great value of the process, Those

During the period whith has elapsed since we wrote our despatch of 
September 16, 1897, No, 261, our attention has been drawn by circumstances 
tothe pressing necessity of taking active measures to secure the stability of 
exchange which was the main object of the policy adopted in June 1893. 


2. Our experience since 1893 has put beyond doubt one of the main 
principles upon which the legislation of that year was based,—a principle which 
was challenged at the time,—namely, that a contraction in the volume of our 
silver currency, with reference to the demands of trade, has the direct effect 
of raising its exchangeable value in relation to gold. Before 1893, while the 
mints were yet open, the value of the rupee as measured in gold continual 
declined with the decline in the value of silver; but since 1893, althou h 
the value of silver as a metal has continued, speaking generally, to decrease, the 
‘@ectease in the value of the rupee has been arrested. The main difference in 
the ‘conditions of the two periods was that before 1893 the amount of coin in cit- 
culation was allowed to increase automatically so as to be sufficient to meet th 
demands of trade at its reduced value, while since 189, this automatic increase 
being stopped, the value of the rupee has been determined rather by the 
amount of coinage in circulation than by its intrinsic worth. We are justified

I have the honour, by direction of the Committee of the Bombay Chamber of Commerce, 
to wait upon you, for the favour of submission to the Government of India, with the views 
which they entertain respecting the present unsatisfactory position of the currency and 
the desirability of adequate consideration being devoted to the subject with the view to 
‘ascertaining the best measures to be taken to amend the existing critical state of financial 
pressure throughout the country. With the export season ony just commencing, those 
engaged in trade find themselves for a second year face to face witha bank rate of 12 to 13 per 
cent per annum and accommodation almost unobtainable on any terms. The severe strain 
thereby entailed on the trade of the country of necessity exercises a most adverse influence, 
and is practically equivalent to a heavy indirect tax upon a large portion of the produce 
and manufactures of India. Some portion of this extreme pressure doubtless arises from 
‘the recent famine and its disastrous effects, and also in part to the heavy withdrawals of 
fonds necessary for the frontier war ; but the main influence operating to produce the existing 
position is unquestionably the contraction of the currency consequent on the closing of the 
mints in June 1893. That being so, there seems little, if any, hope of material improvement 
in the financial situation even atter the better crops which we have to anticipate have been 
marketed ; and the Committee of the Chamber therefore consider that the time has fully 
arrived when Government should, with the aid of the best expert opinion available, decide 
upon the measures which are necessary to put the monetary system of the country on a 
sound basis, 


2. The Chamber is aware that the Government of India, in itsdespatch of 16th Septem- 
ber to the Secretary of State, re-affirmed its adherence'to the policy of a gold standard, and 
expressed its belief that they would in the near future succeed in establishing a stable 
exchange at 16d. per rupee by continuing the policy initiated in 1893; sud Gatknr that 
though the measures to be taken when the transition period was over had not been laid 
down, it was probable that the Indian mints would be opened to gold, and gold coins 
would be made legal tender to an unlimited amount, silver rapees continuing also to be 
unlimited tender to an unlimited amount, the ratio between the tupee and the gold’ coins 
on tender being at the same time finally settled.

Extract from the address delivered by the Honourasite Mr, ALLAN Arruur, President of the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce, at the annual meeting of the Chamber, held on the 28th February 1898.. 





The Currency Question. 


By far the most important question of the present time to those interested inthe com- 
merce of India is the currency question; and the most notable events of the year in 
connection with this question were the establishment of the gold standard in Japan, and 
the ‘refusal of the Government of India to accept the proposals of the American and 
French Governments to remonetize silver. There can be little doubt that the ultimate 
object of these proposals was the establishment of a ratio between silver and gold of 
154 to 1, ora rupee of 1s. 11d. The disastrous consequences of the very sudden rise 
in the rupee in 1890 are too well remembered to make us for a moment question the 
wisdom of the recent decision of the Government of India. But in 1890 the rise was 
only from 1s, 5d. in January to ts, 8} 8d. in Augitst, and a most terrible disaster was avert- 
ed by the fall in exchange which then took place, and which was just as rapid and great 
as the rise has been. With the recent experience of 1890 one has only to think of the 
consequences of a rise from 1s. 4d. to 1s. 11d. to realise the cyclonic disturbance that 
would have been catsed to Indian trade, and the wide-spread insolvency that would have 
overtaken all Indian traders, planters and manufacturers, had the proposals to raise the 
rupee to 1s, 11d, been accepted. While few doubt the wisdom of the decided step taken by 
the Government of India, it is not so easy to share their optimistic and sanguine view with 
regard to the present currency policy which is causing such injury to trade, and which fails 
to permit of an influx of fresh currency. The trade of India will continue to be shampered 
with unexpected and violent fluctuations in exchange, and with periods of extreme 
monetary stringency, until the gold standard scheme is made effective. The alternative 
is to return to Open mints, but is it realised what this will mean? Just as the weak 
point in the present policy is the necessity which is felt by remitters to India’'in regard to 
realising their capital in sterling at anything like the value at which it was sent to this 
Country, so the weak point of the system of open mints was identically the same; ant 
with silver in its present position the feeling of insecurity would probably be incomparably 
— China is at present suffering from a dearth of silver; and any banke~ will tell you 

at the reason more silver is not being shipped to that country is that the shipper does 
not know at what rate his money will be returned to him, Some people hold that with 
open mints the rupee would be fairly stable at something between 1s, 1d. and ts, 2d. If it 
were impossible to prevent the steady depreciation of the international value of the 
standard before the mints were closed, when America was buying 54,000,000 ozs. yearly 
and other countries were also buyers, what guarantee is there ‘that the same 
thing would not recur more especially when India would practically be the only large 
buyer, and when the production is certainly not declining ? Some writers point to the im- 
mense advantages which would accrue from a flood of rupees into India, and dwell on the 
fraud that is being practised on the people, first, by haying caused the price of silver’ to de- 
cline, so that the value of all uncoined silver in India is greatly depreciated, and, secondly, by — 
withholding from the people the facilities for acquiring more coined rupees. One might 
just as well argue that it would be equally as great a fraud to open the mints, and, by bring 
ing floods of rupees into the country, encourage the»people to hoard a metal, which, if it 
been discarded for all time by the nations of the Week will become practi al} : leatbe 
outside of India, and of which, in any case, it is impossible to predict’ the fates: te the 
point of morality the advantage probably lies with the man who says : “The Future of silver 
is doubtful, leave italone.”

silver rose above 29d. per oz., with absolutely no certainty that it might not fall to 94. or 6d. 
It is held by some that silver is a better standard than gold. Their objections toa gold stand- 
ard'are therefore intelligible ; but it seems to me that if India were to return to silver, she 
would undertake something in the nature of a huge speculation ; first, because it is impossible 
to foresee the future of the metal; although it is fhocalig-cestein that. as it has been almost uni- 
versally discarded for the time being, it must Sradually decline ; or, secondly, if itis not  dis- 
carded for all time, and is again madea Monetary standard, India would suffer, when it again 
becomes money, fromall the disastrous‘consequences of arapidly appreciating standard—the 
very thing which the Government of india has been almost unanimously applauded for declin. 
ing, and even by that staunch advocate of a low exchange, Mr. David Yule. _It seems to mea 
very significant fact that the leading bimetallists have no words of praise high enough for all 
advocates of open mints. Can we believe that their ultimate object is that the rupee should 
remain at 1d, or under? No matter whether silver or gold is the better standard, the 
countries of the world have declared for gold ; and, until it is seen what the future of silver 
is to be, it is surely incomparably better for India, whose trade with gold-using countries 
is 80 per cent of her whole trade, to avoid silver as her standard of value, If you have 
tead the recent utterances of the President of the United States, and the writings of the 
bimetallic organs, you will have seen that the bimetallists are still hopeful that, with the 
aid of their powerful and influential allies in the British Cabinet, India will be forced sooner 
or later into accepting the proposals of France and America. If we are convinced that 
the future of silver is doubtful, and if we are not certain that bimetallism. is not a dead 
thing, then we cannot but admit than in our own interests silver is to be avoided as our 
standard. The Government of India after great deliberation have declared fora 
of ts. 4d. It would a pear, therefore, that our choice lies between the rate which the 
Government of India have selected, 1s. 4d., and the rate which the bimetallists a parently 
hope’ for, 1s. 11d, It would seem imperative that all interested in the » trade

Although I was one of those who opposed the closing of the mints, I see the greatest difficulty 
in re-opening them, and have endeavoured to point out some of the obstacles. 


Upon one point we are all agreed and that is that. the trade of the country is being: 
exribly med by the aT position into which we have drifted ; and by no. one 
the position been, more graphically, more ably, and more correctly described than by 
Mr, David Yule, in bis recent speech to the shareholders of the Bank of Calcutta, But in 
my humble opinion he errs upon one point, He ascribes the present situation to the 
. closing of the mints in 1893, It would be more correct to say that it is due to the failure 
of the Government to make effective the gold standard, of which the closing of the mints in 
1893 was the first step. What India requires is a currency system In which people will have 
confidence, which will attract capital tothe country, and which will lead to an influx of 
fresh currency. The other Chambers of Commerce of India have declared that the time for 
definite action has come, The Madras Chamber has gone so far as to recommend what is 
known as the Lindsay scheme. This scheme does the very greatest credit to the ability of 
Mr. A. M. Lindsay, who deserves the highest commendation for herit evolved this most 
i ious and economical plan, which has been a labour of years. I think it would be a 
mistake for us to fetter Government with any special recommendation. It is not for us to 
say by what plan the gold standard should be made effective. But we can point out 
to Government that the present position is intolerable, and that it is clearly their duty, 
jn the interests of their own finances, and of our trade, to fix on a. sound currency 
system. No doubt when proposals reach the India Office—if they have not already 
been formulated and sent forward by the Government here—the first thing that will 
be done at home will-be to publish them, and then they will be subjected to the criticism 
of the most capable experts. And, of course, as sual in such important cases 
plication at-home must .mean publication here on the same day, so that we albo will 
Sr oleced in a position fully to consider the methods which may have suggested them 
selves to the Government for the effective introduction of the gold standard. But no 
available time should be wasted in devising a plan, in placing it before the. public, and in 
bringing the plan into operation. Whatever is done by the Goyernment ‘should be done 
quickly ; not only because Joanable capital is being driven from the country, and fresh 
capital repelled and trade is being hampered by the uncertainty as to the future, but also 
because the recurring periods of monetary stringency which we have recentl experienced 
are, gaining in intensity ; and it is impossible to ‘oretell what the effect on Indian commerce 
will be, when we are face to face with the next period of stringency which, under the 
present policy, is as certain to come as the sun is to rise to:morrow. All that is wanted is 
confidence in the future of exchange ; and the two points the mercantile and banking interest 
desire to know are, whether we are to have conyertibility, and at what ratio?, The moment 
a decision is arrived at on these points, it should be immediately published, and the details 
of the plan may be left for future consideration, Were Government to announce that the 
rupee would be made convertible next year at Is. 4d., capital would flow into the countr, 
and the present monetary crisis would end. It has not been usual for the President of this 
Chamber to speak so decidedly as I have done on a matter so controversial as the Currency 
Question. But the question is at present over-shadowing all others in which we are intet+ 
ested, and we are aN agreed that the present position is intolerable. So serious is the 
situation in India, that I feel no apology is necessary from me for having occupied so much 
of your valuable time on this complex and troublesome question, ,

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On January 27th I received a report from the Poli ical Officer at Jamrud to the effect that 
a large number of cattle had been’ Seen grazing on the Kajurai plain, and 1 directed the Gen- 
eral Officers Commanding the 1st and and Divisions to take measures for their capture, the 
Operations being under the control of Lieutenant-General Sir A, P. Palmer, K.C.B., as senior 
obese On January 2gth three columns were accordingly despatched at an early hour from Ali 
Masjid, Jamrud, and Mamanai to close the exits from the nape! Plain, except on the eastern side, 
where it adjoins British territory. A fourth column from ara was directed to operate against 
such tribesmen as might be met with in the plain, and seize their cattle, The column from 
Mamenai was the only one which came into contact with the enemy. It was composed of the 2nd 
lalion, King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry, four companies of the 36th Sikhs, and two 
of No, 5 (Bombay) Mountain Battery, under the command of Lieutenant-Colone] T. J. Seppings, 
2nd Battalion, King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry. Starting from Mamanai at 5 A.M. the 
troops reached the Shinkamar Kotal, without Opposition, at 10-30 A.M, and Subsequently visited the. 
caves a mile further on to the north. The caves were found to be deserted, and at 1 P.M., Which | 
was the hour fixed upon for the withdrawal to camp of all the columns employed, the force under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Se pings began its retirement from the Kotal, Owing to an order given by 
Lieutenant-Colonel J, aughton, 36th Sikhs, bemg misuuderstood either by the native officer 
who received it, or by the native non-commissioned officer who conveyed it, a picquet of that. 
regiment occupying a hill on the west, which commanded the road through the defile, was prema- 
turely withdrawn, " This hill was immediately seized by the tribesmen, who now began to show 
themselves, and, before the retirement could be resumed, it was found becessary to retake it,—an 
operation which was only effected with considerable loss, The enemy, in rapidly increasing num- 
bers, pressed on the western flank and rear of the troops, who were seriously encumbered by their 
dead and ‘wounded, and inflicted still further loss on them. At 4-30 P.M, Brigadier-General 
| Westmacott, Commanding the 4th Brigade, who had received a heliogram from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Seppings, informing him of the state o affairs, brought up a reinforcement of three hundred Tifles 
and two guns, thus enabling the column to return, without further loss, to Camp Mamanai, which 
was reached at 7 P.M. The casualties on this day amounted to 5 British officers, 26 British 
soldiers, and 2 native soldiers, killed; and 3 British officers, 31 British soldiers, and 2 native 
soldiers, wounded, Among the killed the country has to deplore the loss of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Haughton, 36th Sikhs, an officer, whose able and gallant leading of the fine regiment which he * 
commanded had repeatedly come under my notice, 


Only a few cattle were seen and captured by the other columns on January 29th, and this 
circumstance, added to the fact that the tribesmen concentrated their strength against the column 
from Mamanai, leads to the conclusion that, though the plan of operations was S 
possible, it had become known to the enemy,

Hostilities practically ceased on February 1st, although a few raiders of the Khasrogi sub- 
section of the Zakka Khel attacked a picquet of the grd Brigade on the Lawata Hill, opposite Suikot, 
on March 11th, on which occasion Lieutenant H J. de la Condamine and one soldier of the 1st 
Battalion, Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, were wounded, A fortnight later a small band 
‘of marauders, belonging to the Shan sub-section of the Zakka Khel, fired on some officers and men 
returning from Mamanai to Barkai, and wounded Captain Margesson, ist Battalion, Norfolk 
Regiment, and two soldiers of the 1st Battalion, Gordon Highlanders. These incidents are to 
be regretted, but they were unavoidable from a military point of view and of no political signi- 
ficance, ° } 
The Afridis aré now most desirous of resuming their former friendly relations with the British 
Government, and admit that the recent operations in Tirah have convinced them of the folly of 
their unprovoked attack on the Khyber and Samana pe and other hostile acts. They express 
contrition for their misconduct, and acknowledge the ee of their punishment. I trust that 
these tribesmen, who have proved themselves as brave foes as the Sikhs did, may, like the latter, 
“become our firm friends. No finer fighting material can be found on the borders of India; and, 
if by firm yet sympathetic treatment we succeed in gaiiing the confidence and affection of these 
hardy mountaineers, we may hope to utilize their services more fully than before in the defence of 
the Empire. ‘ . 

10. In bringing this narrative to a close, | would wish to record my appreciation of the soldier. 
like behaviour of the troops under my command, not only while actively engaged in the field, 
but also while employed on the tedious and. monotonous duties of a blockade. Their conduct 
during the second phase of the campaign has been as creditable as were their gallantry and en- 
durance during the first, The torce can congratulate itself on having carried out, in the most 
thorough manner, the task entrusted to it. In no provers campaign on the North-West Frontier 


of India has a more exemplary punishment been inflicted, or a more complete submission enforced.
